Vancouver, Sept. 1). — Twenty-four 
prisoners appeared in the police court 
today, charged with taking part In the 
an ti- Asiatic riots on Saturday night 
arid Sunday. One was committed for 
trial, but all the other cases were re. 
marided for one day, and that there 
might be further time to prepare In- 
formation. 

This afternoon tho Japanese held a 
mass meeting on tho Powell .street 
grounds, and all the sawmills In tho 
city were closed for want of hands to 
run them. The Chinese have also 
quit work in mills, restaurants and 
houses, and will not go back till tho 
trouble is over. About one.third of 
tho restaurants in the city are closed, 
and those employing white labor are 
simply overwhelmed with business. 

This morning tho Chinese and Jap- 
anese began to buy firearms and 
weapons wholesale, but tho city auth- 
orities went round to the stores and 
warned them not to sell. Tho salo 
consequently stopped, though the 
stores were besieged by Inquirers for 
the rest of the day. 

On Sunday night a largo crowd 
gathered in Chinatown, and there was 
soma more window breaking, but tho 
police finally drove tho white men out 
and kept them back in Hastings street. 
Two whites wero assaulted and badly 
beaten In tho Japaneso quarters on 
Sunday evening. There are many ru- 
mors of other outrages, but very few 
seem to have any substantial founda- 
tion. 

A largo number of .Taps are known 
to bo carrying arms, and It is feared 
that further trouble mi\v yet take 
place. 

Mayor Betluino has Issued a state- 
ment expressing his regret that the 
riot should havo occurred, and urging 
all citizens' to moderation. Nothing 
but condemnation is heard on every 
hand for the hoodlumism that dis- 
graced the city on Saturday night. It 
is stated that tho Chinese and Japan- 
ese will make a claim against the city 
for compensation for the damage to 
their property . Leading labor men in 
the city generally deprecate the out- 
rages as harmful to their cause. 

There is no truth in the story of 
righting on tho streets on Sunday, or 
of Japanese threatening to use bombs, 
though on Sunday evening they placed 
pickets in tho Japanese quarters, and 
placed patrols, evidently In readiness 
to repel an attack. 

Mr. Ishii, the Japanese envoy, Is In 
tho city and has been in conference 
with Consul Morlkawa today, but re- 
fuses to make any statement. He in- 
tends to leave for Ottawa tomorrow 
morning. 

Kvery store window in Chinatown 
and Japtown was broken on Saturday 
night, but those of white people ad- 
jacent or living among them were left 
untouched. The damage done must 
amount to many thousands of dollars, 
but no accurate estimate has yet been 
made. 

All Quiet at Night 

At 11:30 all is quiet. A3* evening 
there were large crowds on Hastings 
street, but the police kept tho white 
men out of the Chinese and Japanese 
quarters, and there was no trouble, 
tUough two Chinese were arrested 
armed with revolvers and knives awl 
carrying white badges marked "Our 
own patrol." It Is evident from that 
they have organized a police force of 
their own. 

The Japanese held a meeting of their 
own this afternoon and were ad- 
dressed by some of their leading coun- 
trymc-n, who advised thorn to art 
peaceably, and they promised to do so. 

The police this evening captured a 
box of rifles and two boxes of car- 
tridges, which had been sent over from 
New Westminster addressed to Sam 
ICee, a well-known local Chinese mer- 
chant. 

All evening the mayor remained at 
the police station ready to read the 
riot act, if necessary, and half a doz- 
en mounted men were held In readi- 
ness for an emergency. The lire brig- 
ado was also under Instructions. The 
United Service club marched in a body 
to tho police station and offered their 
services, but they were not considered 
necessary. There was no hoodlumism 
tonight, and at this hour the streets 
are quiet and comparatively deserted. 
(Associated Press Report) 
Feeling of Unrest 

Vancouver, Sept. !). — Though tho 
rioting .proper has not been resumed 
since Saturday night, there Is a strong 
undercurrent of unrest throughout the 
city, and it would need little to start 
a racial conflict. That the Chinese 
and Japanese expected more evidence 
of hostility is shown in the largo pur- 
chases of guns, revolvers and knives 
made today. Stores dealing in those 
were swamped with Orientals until 
the mayor and solicitor visited the 
places of business and forbade the 
sale of weapons. Since then large 
numbers of people have been turned 
away. Chinese are gathering in de- 
fonco of their property, though rather 
late in the day. Tho Oriental hands 
havo been called off the coast steam- 
boats in port, and in homos through- 
out the city- whero Chinese wore en- 
gaged as domestics the women aro 
getting the meals and doing the work. 
In restaurants whore they have been 
handy men there are none visible, and 



short rations are the order of the day. 
It is stated that tho Chinese will not 
return to work until they are assured 
that the rlotine; has ceased. Both 
Japanese and Chinese meetings aro 
called, a big one being arranged for 
Tuesday night and it may be that tho 
civic authorities will forbid this, as 
the oriental is prone to ovcr.exct fo- 
ment. Special issues of Chinese, and 
Japanese papers aro being published 
but in these moderation is exorcised, 
and only tho list of sufferers and thoso 
arrested are given. 

In the police, court today there was 
a largo array of offender.",, and they 
seemed to take the matter as <i joke. 
If any aro found guilty, it is probable 
that punishment will bo severe, as a 
lesson agulnst hoodlumism. No eases 
were gone on with, adjournments be- 
ing made. Those who appeared be- 
fore the ma^lstrato were, J, A. Pol- 
lock, Michael Markey, \\". J. Raf forty, 
Marino Calf, James A. Gafcil, James 
Walsh, George Keomn. Prank Darrah, 
Olaf Luridzen, Alex. Waugh, B. Camp- 
bell, AY". H. Reed; Norman Bowdon, 
Ben Bruce, John Tweodie, J. C. Rat- 
eliffo, E. C. Johnston, Harry Parleo, 
S. Cosce and Henry Green. 

There Is every reason to believe that 
tho excitement consequent upon tho 
riot on Saturday night is quieting 
down. The mayor has given assurances 
that the Orientals will bo fully pro- 
tected, and special police havo been 
sworn in. The Japanese and Chinese 
are expected to return to work to- 
morrow morning. Tonight no whlto 
men are allowed to enter the streets 
whero the Chinese and Japanese live 
to prevent any incentive to violence. 
At 10:30 tonight everything had quiet- 
ed down In the Oriental quarters, and 
it Is evident that tho demonstration 
against them is at an end. Tito police 
wero fully prepared to stom any out- 
break that might have occurred, 
mounted men being ready and special 
men sworn In, but these wore not nec- 
essary. A number of arrests were 
made* tonight, the most important be- 
ing Cbineso special police. Tho Chi- 
nese had a number of specials out, 
theso being numbered 17 and 13, and 
when searched at the station wero 
found to have three revolvers, loaded. 
The Japanese are also armed ready 
for an attack, but cordons of police 
are holding back the remnants of the 
crowd. No further trouble is antic- 
ipated tonight, as the crowd, which 
camo down town >more out of curios- 
ity than anything else, is dispersing. 
No attempts at violence have been 
made, and the arrests were accom- 
plished without any outbreak or un- 
seemly conduct. 

Consular Reports. 

Ottawa. Sept. 9.— Mr. Nosse, consul- 
general for Japan, received a message, 
from Consul -Morlkawa at Vancouver, 
stating that the >rv,\tf had damaged 56 
Japanese houses tt» - Vancouver, and 
that ho feared a renewal of the dis- 
turbances tonight. Consul Nosse 
called upon Premier Laurier and laid 
before him the reports received from 
Vancouver. Every effort will be made 
to prevent a renewal of tho trouble. 
Asked if any demand had been made 
for reparation from his government, 
ho said ho had no doubt but the good 
feeling of the Canadian government 
could be trusted to make good tho loss 
without tho formality of a demand by 
Japan. .Mr. Nosse said there had 
been a good deal of feeling and critic- 
ism of the American authorities for not 
being able to control disorders, and 
Canada had been admired for the man- 
ner in which her laws wero enforced. 
He regretted that the American prac- 
tice seemed to have crossed tho bound- 
ary in the west. 

Alleged Charmer Incident 

The Times last evening printed a 
long article giving an account of some 
things that happened at Vancouver 
Saturday evening and also some things 
which did not happen. It is marked 
"Special to the Times," but is identi- 
cal with what appeared in the Post- 
Intelllgencer of Seattle ■ on Sunday 
morning. Among other mistate- 
ments is the following paragraph; 

"Just at tho time when festivities 
wero- at their height, tho steamer 
Charmer arrived from Victoria with 
500 Japaneso aboard. They had come 
across from Yokohama on a trans 
Pacific liner and could not have ar- 
rived hero at a more inopportune mo 
ment. The only lucky feature was 
that the mob was otherwise engaged 
But scores of rioters scented the ar. 
rival of the brown men and started 
for the Canadian Pacific wharf, where 
tho new arrivals wore debarking, Un- 
ceremoniously seven of tho Japanese 
wero thrown into tho tide. Others 
dropped their baggage and fled. The 
men wero rescued from the inlet." 

This misstatement is made out of 
whole cloth, its reliable evidence given 
by reputable Victorians prove. Tho 
Charmer arrived between 7.30 and S 
o'clock Saturday evening, when the 
procession was just stin ting and long 
before there was any trouble. Ther 
wero probably less than 75 Japanese 
aboard. They landed without molesta 
tion and went quietly up town. 

F. W. Bayliss, son of the proprietor 
of the Queens hotel, and opo of tho 
.lames Bay A. C. four that went over 
to Vancouver to row, was on (lie 
deck when tho Charmer camo In. Mr. 
Bayliss said: 

"Wo went down to meet the Char- 
mer to put our boat aboard, and saw 
her come in. There wero from fifty 
to seventy-five Japanese on her, who 
landed quietly and without molesta- 
tion. There was no crowd of any 
kind on tho dock to meet tho boat, 
nor was there the slightest disturb 
anco. Tho Japaneso hung around tho 
dock for a little while, til! finally a 
couplo of Japaneso agents came down 
and tho whole party went up town. 
TJicro was no one thrown into tho wa 
tor, nor was there any scuffle or dis 
puto of any kind. Absolutely nothing 
happened; I Was ther,, tho whole 
time ami saw everything that took 
place," 

London, Sept. !).— Replying to a tele 
graphic Inquiry as to his views on the 
anti-Japanese outbreak at "Vancouver, 
Baron Komura, the Japanese ambassa- 
dor, who 'is spending a holiday in the 
country, wired today: "I have no 
statement to make at present." 

The action of the Japaneso embassy

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Germany Fears Effects of Es- 
tablishing International 
Police Force 



FRENCH CABINETS COMMUN 



Money for the Sultan — Gen. Drude's 
Illness Prevents Resumption 
of Hostilities 



Berlin, Sept. 9.— Germany's reply to 
the French note relative to the forma- 
tion of a Moroccan police force from 
French and Spanish troops says that 
Germany assumes that the measure 
proposed la merely of a provisional 
character and without prejudice to the 
terms of the A^geclras convention. Tho 
neply of Germany calls' attention to 
tho opinion of tho German representa- 
tive at Tangier, that the appearance 
of foreign police there and at other 
Morocecan ports at the present mo- 
ment is likely to result in the mojmtain 
tribes attacking tho cities, with conse- 
quent danger to tho lives and property 
of Europeans, unless efficient military 
support of the police Is provided. In 
regard to the German claims for dam- 
age sustained at Casablanca no dif- 
ficulties, it is asserted, aro likely. 

Paris, Sept. 8. — A special meeting 
of the cabinet was held today for tho 
purpose of considering the Moroccan 
situation. The following conclusions 
were reached: 

1 — The Moroccan government should 
be held responsible for tho massacre 
of July 30 at Casablanca, as well as 
for damages suffered as a result of the 
disorders. 

2— Tho indemnities should be fixed 
by an International commission. 

This is France's answer to tho de- 
mands of tho Gorman exporters at 
Casablanca that. France compensate 
them for the losses, they sustained 
during the bombardment. The conclu- 
sions arrived at are based on the pre- 
cedent established after tho bombard- 
ment of Alexandra by tho British fleet 
in 1SS2. Tho cabinet rcluostod Foreign 
Minister Pichon to examine the general 
question of Morocco and to prepare a 
note on tho subject, to be issued as 
soon as possible. 

After tho meeting of tho cabinet 
Premier Clomenceau announced that 
he had not received any message from 
Gen. Drude, the French commander at 
Casablanca, or from Vice-Admlral 
Philbert, commander of tho naval 
forces off the coast of Morocco, regard- 
ing tho result of the armistice. He 
added: "M. Malpertur, our consul at 
Casablanca, considers it to bo a most 
important fact that a delegation sought 
to negotiato for peace, as it indicates 
that tho warring tribes aro weary of 
hostilities." 

Tangier, Sept. 9.— The state bank of 
Morocco has informed the foreign 
ministers that it has decided to ad- 
vance to tho sultan, Ahd El Aziz, the 
5200,000 promised him to enable him to 
leave Fez for the coast, and that tho 
first installment had been sent him. 
It is reported that the sultan will leave 
today for Rabat. 

Casablanca. Sept. S (Sunday). — Gen. 
Drude, tho French commander in Mo- 
rocco, is said to be suffering from 
an intestinal inflammation. His Ill- 
ness may cause a postponement of re- 
sumption nf the offensive against the, 
Moors. 



FROM BDBOKIC PLAGUE 



San Francisco Record Up to 
Date Is Twenty-One Cases 
and Ten Deaths 



San Francisco, Sept. 9. — Two moro 
deaths from bubonic plague occurred 
today, and three additional cases of 
tho disease were verified. Following are 
tho totals of cases and tho deaths to 
date: Number o£ cases, 21; number 
of deaths, 10. 

These aro exclusivo of the cases in 
Berkeley, which proved fatal. Atten- 
tion is called to the fact that thus far 
tho death percentage Is very low, less 
than one-half. The standard death rate 
for the plague is about SO per cent.

Poisoned by Wood Alcohol. 

Quebec, Sept. 9. — .1. II. Gregory, 
agent of marine and fisheries, has re- 
ceived a message from a schooner 
captain in the lower St, Lawrence that 
four men working at the lighthouse at 
Capo Bauld, died from drinking wood 
alcohol, and that throe are reported to 
bo dying. No names are given, and 
Mr. Gregory has instructed Captain 
O'Farrcl, lighthouse inspector, who 
was due at Natasquan yesterday on 
board the steamer Aranmore, to pro- 
ceed immediately to Cape Bauld and 
.roport details of the accident.

No Agreement With Ottawa 



The absence of Hon. Richard 
McBrlde, who is at present out 
of telegraphic communication 
with tho city, prevents his add- 
ing anylng to tho Interview in 
which Hon. William Templeman, 
minister of Inland revenue so 
effectively disproves an article 
in the Vancouver World of Sat- 
urday last showing that there 
there was no bargain between 
the premier of British Columbia 
and the Dominion government 
in regard to the disallowance of 
the natal act passed by the Brit- 
ish Columbia legislature as the 
World said there was. 

Hon. R. G. Tatlow, acting pre- 
mier In the absence of Mr. Mc- 
Bride, in discussing the matter, 
said: 

"Mr. McBrlde 1.3 unfortunately 
away, but to the best of my be- 
lief the act was withheld at the 
instigation of tho Dominion gov- 
ernment." 

Mr!. Tatlow was' emphatic, 
however, with regard to the ab- 
surd charge that the premier 
had bartered the provincial gov- 
ernment's stand on tho Japanese 
exclusion question in return for 
the omission of the three words, 
"final and unalterable," from tho 
amendment to <••-■ "rltlsh North 
Amcrjca act of 190G. 

He saiu in tiiui connection: 
"When Mr. McBrlde was in Ot- 
tawa tho words 'final and unal- 
terable' were not in question. 

"Mr. McBrido left here April 
11, and arrived in England in 
May. Tho bill was brought In 
June and upon the representa- 
tions of Mr. McBrido to tho col- 
onial office of conditions in 
British, Columbia, the \vord3 
'final and unalterable' were left 
out of the body of tho bill. This 
.shows that there could not have 
been any agreement in this re- 
spect. 

"The fact that, the words wero 
reproduced in the preamble and 
In the schedule was due to tho 
efforts of Sir Wilfrid Laurier on 
his return from Paris to London 
in July. But owing to their be- 
ing loft out of tho enacting part 
of the. bill, our right to Hereaf- 
ter re-open the question has not 
been prejudiced. 

"At the same time, the history 
of the whole transaction proves 
that there could not have been 
any understanding between Mr. 
McBrido and the federal author- 
ities." w'-l 
Hon. William Templeman, in 
an interview with regard to the 
statement, which appeared in the 
Vancouver World of Saturday 
last regarding an alleged bar- 
gain between the Dominion gWj 
ernmont and Hon. Richard Mc- 
Brlde effectively ^'-credits tho 
World's story. Mr. Templeman 
said: 

"The facts arc that while on 
his way to London Mr. McBrido 
called upon the secretary of 
state, Hon. Mr. Scott, and pro- 
cured from him credentials which 
It was necessary he should have 
in appearing before tho colonial 
office, as a representative of 
British Columbia. He was given 
theso credentials as a matter of 
fact, and without any proposi- 
tion being made, or any sug- 
gestion of bargain and sale, in 
respect to either the reserved 
provincial net or tho imperial 
'Better Terms' act." 



Crow's Nest Mine Affairs. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 9.— Senator Cox, of 
Toronto, now here, denies that General 
Majiager Lindsay has been dismissed 
from the Crow's Nest Pass mines, or 
that tho directors have any intention 
of losing his services.

Chatham, Ont., Sept. 9.— The Onta- 
rio tour of R. L, Borden, leader of tho 
opposition, was inaugurated at meet- 
ings held in the opera house Satur- 
day afternoon and evening. On the ar- 
rival of tho C. P. R. train from To- 
ronto, due. shortly after 1 o'clock, bin 
which did -not reach hero owing- to de- 
lays until 3 p. in., Mr. Borden was 
greeted by a number of the local party 
stalwarts, and the band of the Twen- 
ty-fourth regiment and escorted to tho 
opera house. A fair si/.cd crowd lined 
the route of tho procession and ap- 
plauded Mr. Borden as he passed. 

Both meetings were well attended, 
and at each the Conservative leader 
received an attentive hearing. Natur- 
ally his address Included in part a 
repetition of those which lie delivered 
on his jcumey through the maritime 
provinces and Quebec. 

Touching upon the proposal to give 
back to the new provinces the public 
lands \Slthln their borders, he said the 
Conservatives would do that with a 
rtascnt.ble arrangement as to the sub- 
sidies ilioy were now receiving In lieu 
of lands. Briefly, it might bo stated 
that this explanation and one or two 
iicints in support of tho party's plat- 
form, severe criticism of the govern- 
ment for attempts to keep the lid on 
scandal and the. charge, that the ad- 
ministration had condoned electoral 
corruption, were the -outstanding fea- 
tures of the address.

Ottawa, Sept. 9. — The ariti- Japanese 
riots in Vancouver have made tho 
question of tho exclusion of Asiatics 
the paramount issue in Canada for 
tho time being, and rendered It all tho 
more difficult of settlement. Tbe cab- 
inet met today to consider the situa- 
tion. X J reviously Consul-General Nosse 
had an interview with Sir "Wilfrid 
Laurier and laid before him the offtV- 
cial dispatches from Commissioner 
Ishii and Consul Morlkawa. 

It is conceded that public feeling 
against unrestricted immigration of 
Asiatics is greatly aroused in British 
Columbia, but it unfortunately happens 
that Canada has tied her own hands, 
and even if she desired to undo tho 
knot months must elapso before tho 
task can bo accomplished. 

Tho responsibility for tills rests in a 
large ' measure upon Hon. William 
Templeman and five other Liberal 
members from British Columbia, 
Messrs. Macpherson, Galliher, Sloan, 
Duncan Ross and Ralph Smith. Only 
one — Mr. Kennedy of New Westminster 
— lifted his voice In ,protest, but his 
brother Liberals had nothing to say on 
the matter. Had the solid Liberal 
seven of British Columbia boon em- 
phatic against Japanese Immigration, 
unquestionably a protest could not havo 
gone unheeded. Now that the treaty 
has been ratified and given tho force 
of law by an act of tho Dominion 
Parliament, there is -nothing left for 
for British Columbians but to accept 
its provisions and leave it to time and 
the friendly exchange of notes to se- 
cure such a modification in the terms 
of the treaty as will make it acceptable 
to the white population of tho Pacific 
slope. 

Hon. Frank Oliver today explained 
to his colleagues the intensity of tho 
feeling- existing in British Columbia, 
and after some discussion it was de- 
cided to communicate with the local 
authorities in British Columbia, deplor- 
ing tho outbreak and urging the ne- 
cessity of affording to citizens of Ja- 
pan in that province tho absolute pro- 
tection against molestation to which 
they are entitled by Canada's solemn 
treaty obligations. These are contained 
in the following article of the treaty, 
ratified last session: 

"The subjects of each of the two 
high contracting parties shall have full 
liberty' to enter, travel, or reside in 
any part of the dominions or posses- 
sions of the other contracting party, 
and shall enjoy full and perfect pro- 
tection for their persons and property." 

Previous to the ratification by Can- 
ada of the Anglo-Japanese treaty ofi 
1894, the arrangement between this 
country and Japan was that the mika- 
do's government would allow only four 
Japanese from each province of tho 
empire to emigrate to the Dominion in 
any one year. But when Canada ac- 
cepted the treaty of 1S9'1 in its entirety 
and by legislation last session ratified 
it, it became the law of Canada, so 
that instead of tho restrictions pre- 
viously obtaining as regards Japanese 
immigration, full liberty to enter was 
granted to all Japaneso. As tho influx 
of Japanese of which complaint is 
made in British Columbia is mainly 
from Hawaii, it is thought in official 
circles that some arrangements may 
be made whereby the Japanese gov- 
ernment may agree to modify tho 
terms of the treaty so as to continua 
the restriction of Japanese immigra- 
tion to subjects of tho mikado pro- 
vided with passports. Such an ar- 
rangement would stop tho Inflow of 
Japanese Immigration from Hawaiian 
islands. 

It will take some time to accomplish 
this, but -steps will immediately be ta- 
ken to bring it about. Commission 
Ishii has been invited to visit Ottawa 
and ho will be hero shortly to discuss 
the question. 

After the cabinet meeting the prima 
minister -sent tho following telegram 
to tho mayor of Vancouver: 

"Ottawa. Sept. 9. — His excellency the 
governor general has learned with tho 
deepest regret, of the indignities and 
cruelties of which certain subjects of 
the emperor of Japan, tho friend and 
ally of His Majesty the. King, have 
been victims, and he hopes, that peaco 
will bo promptly restored and all of- 
fenders punished. (Signed) Wilfrid 
Laurier." 

Ample apology will be offered by tho 
Dominion to the government of Ja- 
pan. Any claims Tor damage to pro- 
perty will fall upon the city of Van- 
couver. 

Mentally Deranged 
Toronto, Sent. 9.— Dr. John Irish, 
formerly a prominent physician In 
Toronto, who prophesied tho end of 
the world for the last month, was 
brought before the police magistrate 
this morning for being disorderly. Dr. 
Irish was distributing literature at (ho 
entrance to the exhibition grounds on 
Saturday and refused to movo on when 
told to do so by the police. Ho waa 
discharged, as he Is evidently de- 
ranged. 

Architect's Bill 
Toronto, Sept. 9.— 1-3. J. Lennox, tho 
architect of Toronto's now city hall, 
lms nresented his bill for his servlcos, 
which amounts to $242,870 all told.

In pursuance of Us desire to collect 
all necessary data on the \vater situa- 
tion to .submit to Mr. Adams, the ex- 
pert engaged by the city to look into 
the matter of a water supply for the 
city, and in ' pursuance of a resolution 
passed at a previous meeting or the 
Council to obtain from the Esquimau 
Water Works company the figure and 
on what terms toe company . would 
dispose of its plant to the city, the 
company was communicated with, and 
at last night's meeting the reply of 
tho water works company was read. 
Tills is the second time the company 
has responded to an Inquiry of the 
city as to what price it would ti>ke 
lor its undertaking. The first offer 
to the city was $1,200,000. The lat. 
est offer Is as follows:

Mr. James L. Raymur, Water Commis- 
. sioner, city Hall. 
Sir, — In reply to your letter of the 
iiith ultimo, 1 am instructed by the 
board of directors to state that they 
aro of the opinion that the sharehold- 
ers of this company will accept the 
sum of Sl,aS2,000 for the acquisition 
by the city of the whole of this com- 
pany's holdings and undertaking both 
at Coldstream and Thetis lake by the 
purchase of all the issued shares of 
the company for that sum, provided 
that a resolution of the Victoria city 
council embodying an offer to pur- 
chase at that figure bo submitted to 
them and a bylaw to carry the pur- 
chase Into effect be assented to with- 
in the next two months. The direc- 
tors aro further of the opinion that 
it will simply be a waste of time to 
submit any resolution to the share- 
holders suggesting a sale at any fig- 
ure lower than that above mentioned. 

As to terms, the directors would 
suggest that the city make a pay- 
ment of $100,000 immediately the by- 
law authorizing or assenting to the 
purchase is passed, the balance to be 
paid at any time within, but not la- 
ter than four months from dato of 
such ratification, one-half thereof to 
bo paid in cash, the other halt in 4'/£ 
per cent 50 year debentures of the city 
of Victoria at secured in the usual; 
way and approved of by the company, 
possession to be delivered on pay- 
ment of the whole of the purchase 
money. The city of course would 
huvo to fulfil all obligations to the 
company as to the supply of water. 

As to your second question: "At 
what figure and on . what terms (he 
company will sell to the corporation 
the whole of the water below the 
power house, etc." The directors de- 
sire to state that they do not think 
the shareholders wish to sell the wa- 
ter referred to en bloc, but would sell 
any quantity mentioned in a notice 
(given by the city within two months 
from this date) not being less than 
three million nor more in t lie whole 
than ten million imperial gallons daily 
at three cents per 1,000 gallons, to be 
delivered Into mains to be constructed 
by the city immediately below the 
power house. 

The city to contract to take the wa 7 
ter mentioned in the notice or no- 
tices given by them for a period to 
bo agreed upon and to make payment 
for the total amount mentioned in the 
notice or notices, payments to bo made 
monthly, the first payment to bo made 
one montb aftor the commencement 
of the delivery of such water, which 
shall not be later than fifteen months 



"In order to deal witli the matter it 
would be necessary to call a meeting 
of our directors in the east. Our pres- 
ident is at present in Europe, a'nd sev- 
eral of the directors are away from 
Toronto, and it would be difficult to 
say just when the matter could be 
dealt with.

As regards the Sooke river proposi- 
tion Water Commissioner Raymur 
stated that the city could expropriate, 
If necessary, but after some discussion 
it was decided to again write the -Van- 
couver Portland Cement company and 
ask for figures and terms.

It is alleged 
that Butcher and Brown were not at 
all friendly by reason of the fact that 
the latter had had occasion to report 
Butcher for misconduct upon the boat 
on a previous occasion. Butcher, it is 
claimed, declared that he would get 
even and on Monday used threats to- 
wards Brown which led the latter to 
seek the protection of the. law. 



ECHO OF VANCOUVER 
RIOTS IN CITY COUNCIL 



Mayor Wants to Know If Trades 
Council Intends to Hold 
Parade Here 



The recent riots at Vancouver -and 
the possible bearing such disturbances 
might have upon the city of Victoria 
were reflected at last night's council 
meeting when Mayor Morley, after the 
regular business of the meeting had 
been transacted, asked Aid. Fullerton if 
lie had correctly understood him to 
say that in connection with the Trades 
and Labor Council a procession would 
bo held. He appealed to Aid. Puller- 
ton to say If such was the fact. The 
mayor went on to state that in the 
unsettled condition of affairs and in 
view of the trouble at Vancouver lie 
thought it would be unwise to have 
any demonstration of the labor element 
particularly if such, In any Way re- 
flected against the Oriental population 
of the city. 

Aid. Fullerton stated that so far as 
he knew there was no idea of holding 
any procession and while he knew 
that there was a desire to have an 
Anti-Japanese Exclusion league or- 
ganized here through the efforts of the 
Trades and Labor Council he knew 
nothing of any proposed demonstra- 
tion. 

.Mayor Morley appealed to the council 
stating that ho thought it unwise to

from the date of the acceptance of 
this proposal, the: city to be at lib- 
erty if the quantity mentioned In the 
first notice* is less than 10,000,000 gal- 
Ions per day to have the amount in- 
creased from time to time so long as 
the said total of 10,00,000 gallons per 
day is not exceeded. 

A formal agreement with such pro- 
visions as the shareholders may bo 
advised to bo expedient would havo 
to bo entered Into. 

Before entering Into any agreement 
to this effect, however, the company 
would require the city to release the 
company from any obligation that they 
may be under to supply tho city with 
water under section 10 of the Esqui- 
mau Water Works Extension act, 
chapter ">1 of tho statutes of 1S02. 

In answer to tho third question, tho 
company would refer you to section 
10 above mentioned, by which they 
would be governed. 

The above are suggestions merely 
and aro offered without prejudice. 

In conclusion wo may say that dur- 
ing the last two years the company's 
holdings havo been considerably in- 
creased.

allow of any procession 'or de- 
monstration in view of the 
strained conditions land' ho though 
that In view of what had 
occurred in Vancouver tho coun- 
cil could not act too quickly 'to 
prevent any possible repetition of the 
disturbances here. He was suro that 
the Trades and Labor Council would 
not countenance any such demonstra- 
tion, but unfortunately the trouble 
was occasioned by those not respon- 
able who associated themselves with 
any movement of such a nature. He 
thought the council had Hie right to 
stop any such parade though Aid. Ful- 
lerton questioned the council's right to 
prevent a parade or free speech. 

Aid. Pell did not think there was 
much chance of a repetition of tho 
Vancouver trouble in Victoria. That 
kind of disturbance was peculiar to 
Vancouver and he recalled the time 
when, during the trouble with the Chi- 
nese, the city government wns taken 
in charge by tho stipendiary magis- 
trate and suspended for three months 
until Vancouver came to her senses. 

The aldermen appeared to be id' the 
opinion that Victoria had nothing to 
fear from any anti-Oriental demon- 
stration and allowed the matter to 
drop. 

By reason of the refusal of tho 
building inspector to grant a permit 
for the erection of an oil warehouse 
on Coffin island as requested by the 
Imperial Oil company, I''. C. Wink- 
ler, local representative of that con- 
corn, appeared before the council to 
press his claim that he be allowed to 
erect a fire proof . building to con- 
tain nothing but mine and mill sup- 
plies. Tiie building inspector ex- 
plained to the aldermen that he had 
refused the application for a permit 
for tho reason that the proposed 
building would be a detriment to the 
section, which was a residential dis- 
trict. Mr. Winkler, said that, the 
building would be substantial and as 
a matter of fart, would not bo seen 
from the premises of nine-tenths of 
those Who had previously petitioned 
against it. When ho had first ap- 
plied for a permit It had boon his In. 
tention to store gasoline and other 
inflammable materials therein, but 
when refused permission by tho coun- 
cil to do so he had acquiesced. He 
had studied the city bylaws and so far 
as ho could see he had complied with 
all its provisions. 

It was explained by Mr. Winkler 
since his first application the bylaw 
had been changed. Mr. Winkler stat- 
ed that he made arrangements for tho 
storage of gasoline and inflammable 
oils elsewhere and that there would 
he no explosives contained in the 
building on Coffin island. 

In answer to a question by the 
mayor ho stated that if lie got the 
permit to erect tho building he would 
not later use it for the storage of oils 
and gasoline. 

Mr. Winkler stated that he had read 
mucU in the papers about tho need 
of new industries here, it didn't look 
as .if the citizens of Victoria were very 
anxious to attract such industries. The 
proposed building instead of being a 
detriment to the. locality In which It 
was proposed to locate It, would bo a 
credit. If he couldn't get satisfac- 
tion from the council ho would simply 
have to seek redress in the courts. Tho 
matter wns referred to the city soli- 
citor and will come up at a subsequent 
meeting. 

Tho following report or the streets, 



bridges and sewers committee was 
adopted: « 

Recommend' that a sewer bel laid on 
Garbally road from Bridge street to 
near Douglas street, about 1,200 feet 
to sewer ii houses, at a cost of $1,500.

Recommend that Mr. C. T. Davie be 
informed that his letter of Aug. 29 
last is the only one received by this 
council from him, and also that he is 
informed that the nuisance complain- 
ed; of on tho corner of Quebec and 
Menzies streets is caused by a leaky 
water pipe which is now being attend- 
ed to. 

Recommend that Mr. A. T. Hughes 
be Informed that the council will ar- 
range for a sewer and cement side- 
walk on Fern street as soon as possi- 
ble, but that on account of pressure of 
work it will lie some time before same 
can be done. 

Recommend that Queens avenue be 
graveled at a cost of $2!i0. 

Recommend that a drain and two 
catch basins lie placed at tho lower 
end of Fort street to prevent the 
flooding of Messrs. Pit'nor & Lelior'a 
new building, fit a cost of $00. 

Recommend that subdivision plan of 
lots 42, 51 and 52, sections 25 and "i>, 
Victoria district, also subdivision plan 
of lots E, (i, 7, 18, 10 and 20, blocl) 
J, Fairfield estate, be approved. 

That the city engineer be authorized 
to sell to Mr. Turpel an old hand der- 
rick, the property of tho city, for the 
sum of $75. The engineer reports this 
amount to be all it is worth and the 
city has no further use for it. 

A petition for the opening of Bank 
street was referred to the streets, 
bridges and sewers committee: 

.Mayor Morley wrote the council as 
follows regarding a question (ivhlch 
has been before the streets, bridges and 
sewers committee for some time: 

"To the Board of Aldermen, Victoria. 
Gentlemen: It has been suggested by 
ycur streets, bridges and sewers com- 
mittee that I should communicate on 
behalf of the council with tho Domin- 
ica and provincial governments sug- 
gesting that public conveniences be 
provided in all government and public 
buildings as a solution of the Icng-felt 
want of such conveniences In our city. 

"It will be necessary for the city to 
do its part in providing such cmiveni- 
ences in its own public buildings, no- 
tably the city hall. Carnegie library 
and Market building."

Japanese at Vancouver from a repeti- 
tion of the incidents and recompense' 
them for their losses. 

Reports Were Exaggerated. 
Frank Tamlln, who for years was 
well known in business and political 
circles in Xelson, but who,- after a so- 
journ in Spokane, has recently located 
in Vancouver, was seen by a Colonist 
reporter' at the Drlard, and said: 

"I saw the beginning of the trouble 
on Saturday evening from the street 
car," said . Mr. Tamlln. "Wo 
were jammed by the crowd and 
could hardly get through. I saw 
the governor burnt in eftlgy, and 
shortly after a man whom I have been 
told was an anti-Japanese agitator 
from Seattle, delivered an inflammatory 
speech. The crowd was excited and his 
speech seemed to set things going, for 
after the rioting began. I think the 
newspaper reports havo very grossly 
exaggerated what actually took place. 
Any talk of mob rule prevailing after 
the events of Saturday night is non- 
sense. Several policemen 1 talked to on 
Sunday said the trouble had died nut 
altogether, and that if any hoodlums 
tried to create fresh disturbances they 
would be very promptly dealt with. 
They also told me that about seven 
of the ring leaders had been arrested, 
the others were easily managed. I 
heard several of the more prominent 
citizens discussing the affair next 
morning and they expressed the opin- 
ion that the leaders of the rioters 
should be sent to the penitentiary at 
hard labor. Everything wns absolutely 
normal wlien I left. I did not visit the 
Oriental quarters, and It is possible 
that extra police precautions have 
been taken there. But in other part J 
of the city everything is as usual." 
No Assistance Needed. 
Superintendent of Provincial Police 
Hussey wired to Vancouver yesterday 
for authentic Information on the Jap- 
anese riots and received in reply a 
telegram to the effect that Hie casja 
was not nearly as serious as the news- 
paper reports would havo it. The 
Vancouver police department was. it 
was stated, amply able to cope with 
any situation that might arise. 

Slight Reflection Here 
The trouble at Vancouver had but a 
slight reflection In this city, 

Indications present hero, however, 
go to show that the Vancouver out- 
break was not a spontaneous affair, 
but rather organized and well defined. 

Afler midnight Saturday tho edito- 
rial rooms were called up by "The 
World," Vancouver. The question was 
launched whether the windows of 
Lieutenant-Governor Dunsmutr's resi- 
dence had been broken simultaneously 
with tho burning of his honor in ef- 
figy In the Terminal city. 

Nothing of the matter, however, 
could be learned here. 

The Chinese colony in the city was 
decidedly disturbed by the news of the 
trouble. 

All evening long the telephone, wires 
wero kept busy as the leaders of opin- 
ion communed one with the other. 
Sunday afternoon a meeting was held, 
j at which it was decided that, the Chi- 
nese colony was safe In the hands of 
tho city police. The Japanese resi- 
| dents were never in the slightest de- 
gree alarmed, 

Tho labor leaders of the city deplore 
the trouble which has occurred, while 
with their fellows in Vancouver, tliej' 
aro Instant in their demand that lli.e 
Dominion authorities take action to 
prevent tho influx of Japanese.

The sealing schooner Ella G. waa 
reported from Tatoosh yesterday pas- 
sing Into the straits on her way homo 
to Victoria with 202 sealskins on board. 
The Ella G. is the smallest ■schooner 
of the pelagic scaling- fleet which hails 
from the port of Victoria. She is a 
little '•pinkie" schooner of 3!> tons, and 
was formerly a Seattle halibut fisher. 
While serving as such she drove ashore 
at Claydquot a few seasons ago and 
was floated and repaired by Stock- 
holm & Dawley, who sold her to Capt. 
Alex. McLean, who engaged in fishing 
off (he coast, and was reported 1 
by the overturning of his vessel about 
the lime the steamer Valencia drov 
ashore. 'Capt. McLean did not find 
fishing profitable and the schooner v 
sold to Capt. J. C. Voss, of Tilikum 
fame. Voss who went from Victoria 
some years ago in a Siwash canoe 
decked over and converted into a yacht 
named t He Tilllkum made the trip 
around the world in this small craft 
carrying the name of victoria Into 
many ports'. He had a crew number- 
ing five in all with him on the little 
schooner at present. The Ella G. after 
hunting off the California coast left 
here In March last calling for pro- 
visons and proceeded north. On her 
way to the 1 Copper Islands, while 
hunting off Queen Charlotte Islands 
Just prior to the close o£ the coast 
season, a boat's crew of three men, 
was lost from the schooner and picked 
up by the steamer Amur then running 
from Victoria to Jedway and Skldegate 
and other northern ports. Soon after 
the picking up of the trio of hunters 
the schooner Ella G. was sighted from 
the Amur and the men were taken on 
board. The Ella G. then bore toward 
the Copper Islands and has been hunt 
lug with much success, considering 
the number of her complement. When 
last' reported In May she had 100 skins, 
and When 3he passed Tatoosh yesler 
day inbound Capt. Voss signalled that 
lie had 262 pelts on board. 

The Ella G. is tiie second of tlio 
sealing fleet to return, the schooner 
Vera, which brought -0 sea otter -skins 
in addition to her sealskin catch, be 
Ing the first to arrive. It is not known 
whether the Ella G. has any sea-otter 
skins on board. 



JAPANESE AS WAITERS 

Charmer's Steward's Department Now 
Manned by Brown Men 

The steward's department of the 
steamer Charmer is now manned by Ja- 
panese waiters instead of white men 
who formerly served there. Yester- 
day the change was made. When the 
Charmer left atl p. m. yesterday it was 
noticed that the Japanese were handling 
the baggage of the 1 passengers and en- 
quiry showed that the. brown men, 
were employed as waiters throughout 
on this vessel. It seems that the chief 
stewards of the C. P. Ri steamers have 
l)eon experiencing difficulties with their 
crews of waiters for some time past 
and the situation has been growing 
worse with each succeeding trip, with 
the result that on the Charmer the 
white waiters were dismissed and their 
placed filled with Japanese.

THE NEW DREADNOUGHT 

H. M. S. Temeraire Launched at Dev- 
. onport Dock 

Tho third battleship of the Dread- 
nought class was launched at Devon- 
port dockyard two weeks ago, and is 
tho fourth vessel with tho name Tem- 
eraire that 'has existed in tho British 
navy, the first being a 74 -gun bat- 
tleship built in 1748, and which was 
captured by Admiral Boseawan in 
Lagos bay In 1759. The second was 
that immortalized by Turner as tho 
Fighting Temeraire, and which fought 
at Trafalgar. The third was the 
ship which now forms part of tho 
Dovonport mechanicians' training 
school, and which took part In the 
Russo-Turkish war and the bombard- 
ment of Alexandria- 
While the new vessel was being built, 
especially In the Initial stages, great 
secrecy was' observed. It Is known, 
however, that while . sho possesses all 
the advantaged pi the Dreadnought, 
she, like the Bolloroohono at Ports- 
mouth and tho Superb on the Clyde, 
Is somewhat larger, and 'possesses 
improvements in construction to 
strengthen the 12 in. gun platforms. 
She will possess ten 12 in. guns, but 
instead of the 12 pounder guns, as in 
the Dreadnought, her only other arm- 
ament will bo 1 in. guns. There is 
also a slight departure in the Tem- 
eraire as to the armor arrangement. 

Her dimensions are: .1 8,050 tons 
displacement, 321! ft. extreme length, 
82 ft. extreme breadth, 44 ft. 6 in. depth 
In hold, 27 ft. draught, 21 knots speed 
and 23,000 horsepower.

MOB LAW IN VANCOUVER 

The story of riot and mob violence. 
Which comes from Vancouver is very 
distressing, although tile account of 
last night's Times was overdrawn. 
Words almost fail when one attempts 
to express the feeling to which It gives 
rise. Perhaps the first thought is of 
the deep disgrace that has been put 
upon the fair name of Canada, and 
the second is one of regret that the 
subjects of a friendly power and the 
closest ally of the British Empire 
should find that in any part of His 
Majesty's dominions their lives are 
endangered, if they go about their Io 
gitiinato business. Under the law 
of Canada a Japanese has as much 
right to be in Vancouver as any man. 
He is entitled to ail the protecrion that 
the law can give him. He has the 
right to disembark from ships at our 
ports subject to the immigration regu- 
lations and to engage in any lawful 
employment, which ho may select. For 
reasons into which it is not now ne- 
cessary to enter, it may be economi- 
cally objectionable to permit a large 
influx of Japanese laborers Into Can- 
ada; at least the Colonist thinks so. 
but this is a. matter to be arranged 
by the constituted authorities of the 
country and not by an irresponsible 
mob. The merits of this question 
must for the present remain in abey- 
ance. The first thing to be done Is 
to demonstrate that the Japanese in 
Canada and all other Oriental people 
are absolutely safe, so long as they 
respect the law. When this has been 
shown, it will be time enough to re- 
new the discussion as to the ways antL 
means of restricting Oriental immigra- 
tion. The majesty of the law must 
be asserted; the safety of denizens of 
Canada must be placed beyond all 
question; the affront to a friendly 
nation must be set right before wo 
can witli any show of self-respect as 
a people approach the' discussion of 
the question involved' in Japanese Im- 
migration,. 

AVho ia responsible for this outrage 
on peaceable people we may not fully 
know. We note a remarkable coin- 
cidence between jt and the ■ attack 
upon the Hindus in Bellinglvim. and 
we shall not be surprised if it devel- 
ops that there is some connection be- 
tween \ the two incidents. Several 
persons prominent in union-labor cir- 
cles have expressed to the Colonist the 
fear that the Vancouver affair' will be 
laid at the door of United Labor. We 
do not think for a single moment that 
this can be done justly, or that or- 
ganized labor is in any way even in- 
directly responsible in the premises. 
We mention this at the outset, be- 
cause we know how in an occurrence 
of this nature there is likely to be a 
disposition to place the blame some- 
where and often unjustly. 

A very extraordinary part of the 
Vancouver story is that the city was 
in the hands of the mob for five hours. 
This, if true, calls for some explana- 
tion from thoso in authority there. 
We refuse to believe that any very 
considerable number of the people of 
Vancouver are lawless and in sympa- 
thy with mob violence, and therefore 
it looks as if the municipal authorities 
cannot, have shown themselves equal 
to the occasion. 

They knew perfectly well that 
there would be a large demon- 
stration; they also knew, for the 
Province so informed them, that num- 
bers of Japanese were coining into the 
city. Thus there was abundant evi- 
dence that all, the material for disor- 
der would bo present, and it surely 
was the duty of the police to be pre- 
pared for any emcrgencj' that might 
arise. 

Wo fear that much of the responsi- 
bility for what has occurred rests 
upon tho Vancouver World. That 
paper has been doing Its best to stir 
up strife, under the gulso of advocat- 
ing a demonstration on the part of 
those who are opposed to Japanese 
immigration. In tho first place no pub- 
lic demonstration was necessary. 
Things have not come to such a pass 
in Canada that it is necessary for 
men to parade the streets to call at- 
tention to their opinions upon public 
questions. Neither the provincial 
nor the federal government have ever 
shown themselves unresponsive to 
well-considered expressions of public 
sentiment. Tho World's first page on 
Saturday was calculated, If not ex- 
pressly designed, to provoke demon- 
strations. In ono of its characteris- 
tic misrepresentations it sought to In- 
flame the minds of tho people against 
tho Lieutenant-Governor and Mr. 11c- 
Bride. Wo saw the consequence in 
tho burning of the former In effigy. 
The passions of tho crowd having boon 
thus inflamed a certain element of tho 
community was ripe for acts of vio- 
lence. They bccair.o easy victims to 



the harangues of hot-headed menj ut- 
terly Irresponsible and without any in- 
terest in tho welfare of tho city or the 
preservation of its good name. 

It appears from the details of the 
story that nave come 'out that tho 
mob was Incited to violence by a har- 
angue from the representative ' of tho 
Seattlo Anti-Asiatic League. It is a 
surprising thing that any number of 
Canadians should have allowed them- 
selves to bo worked upon by an alien 
agitator, whoso only object in coming 
into tho country was to embroil tho 
Imperial government with Japan. Of 
course Ids effort will not be success- 
ful, for now that tho sober sense of 
tho people has had time to work, the 
great majority of those, who took 
part in the disturbance will be heart- 
ily ashamed of it; but It is a shame 
and a disgrace that a Canadian city 
should have had its good name be- 
smirched in such a way. San Fran- 
cisco's conduct was decency itself 
compared to the disorder of Saturday 
night and Sunday morning. We fear 
that the action of the mob will defeat 
its own purpose. Tho effect will not 
be to make tho government of Can- 
ada and that of Great Britain more 
anxious to restrict the incoming of the 
Japanese, but rather otherwise; for it 
has become necessary to demonstrate 
that the laws of Canada are equal to 
the protection of all aliens. More- 
over what might have been accom- 
plished by moderate counsels is likely 
to bo defeated by violence. Tho gov- 
ernments will very properly refuse to 
accept the notion of the mob as ex- 
presslvo of the feelings of the people 
of Vancouver. 

MR. BOWSER'S BILL 

The Vancouver World charges that 
Tho Bill for the exclusion -of Japan- 
ese did not receive gubernatorial sanc- 
tion because of an arrangement be- 
tween Mr. McBride and the Dominion 
Secretary of State, by which the form- 
er undertook to relieve the Dominion 
government from the responsibility 
of withholding assent from tho mea- 
sure, provided that the same govern- 
ment would consent to tho omission 
of the words "final and unalterable" 
from the Better Terms Bill. Mr. Tern- 
pieman has denied through the Times 
that any such arrangement was made, 
and very properly says that it carries 
its refutation upon its face, but ho 
also says that In reply to a question 
put by him by the Secretary of State, 
Mr. McBride said that tho Lieuten 
ant-Governor would not assent to the 
bill. Mr. Templeman adds that tho 
presumption is that Mr. McBride so 
advised the Lieutenant-Governor, and 
he is further reported to have said 
that the bill was killed by Mr. 31c- 
Bridc's own' volition. 

In the absece of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor and Mr. McBride from the city, 
it is impossible to secure any Inform- 
ation from them. His Honor will bo 
away until Wednesday and Mr. Mc- 
Bride is not expected home until 
Thursday, although ho may hasten his 
movements a little if he learns of tho 
Vancouver riot. In the meanwhile we 
wisli to. point out that tho assumption 
of Mr. Templeman that Mr. McBride 
advised the Lieutenant-Governor to 
withhold his assent from the bill is 
perfectly gratuitous. Mr. Tatlow, who 
is acting as "Premier during Mr. Mc- 
Bride's absence, says that lie frover 
heard anything about the intention of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, until short- 
ly before the prorogation, when ho 
was advised by His Honor tliat he 
would not assent to the bill. It seems 
utterly unreasonable that Mr. McBride 
would have left his colleagues without 
advi.iing them of any such arrange- 
ment, if it existed. For tho present 
therefore we decline to believe that 
Mr. Templeman's assumption is well 
founded. We may further point out 
that the bill can be brought into force 
at any time tho government, of which 
Mr. Templeman is a member, sees fit 
to advise His Excellency the Governor- 
General to give his assent to it. The 
Lieutenant-Governor's action did not 
kill the bill. It simply suspended it 
from coming into operation until the 
pleasure of the Governor-General is 
made known. At any day His Ex- 
cellency try and with .tho advice of his 
ministers, of whom Mr. Templeman 
is one, 'may bring tho bill into ef 
feet.

Will Not be Allowed to Practise 
In Rooms Over the 
Library

Published on the day after the name 
of Canada had been disgraced by tho 
action of the Vancouver mob, and when 
it had devoted all Us front page to an 
account of the transaction and a 'part 
of Its second page to the comments 
of British papers, tho personal organ 
of tho Minister of Inland Revenue found 
itself able to make the following edi- 
torial observation: 

We can understand the feelings 
which have been aroused In Vancouver 
by the Japanese invasion; but we can- 
not understand the violent methods of 
the agitators or what they hope to 
gain by inciting mobs to perpetrate out- 
rages upon the persons and the prop- 
erty of Chinese and Japanese. Surely 
it will not be contended that tho Im- 
perial government or any subordinate 
authority is likely to bo Impressed by 
such actions.

It Is amazing 
that our contemporary has 110 word 
of condemnation for tho actions which 
called forth such headlines as the follow- 
ing: "Whites and Japanese Fight In 
the Streets of Vancouver. Five Hours 
of Blot Yesterday. Property Destroyed 
and a Dozen Combatants Injured. Six 
Orientals Wore Thrown Into the Har- 
bor", Surely something else than a 
scml-apology for such a transaction 
was to have been looked for from tho 
leading Liberal paper in British Col-

The letter 
pointed out that the use of the council 
chamber last year was not satisfactory. 
To His Worship the Mayor and Board 

of Aldermen of the City of Victoria. 

Gentlemen^ — On behalf of tho com- 
mittee of the Victoria Musical society, 
I beg to request that your honorable 
body will grant the use of the large 
disused room on the upper floor of tho 
library building for rehearsals during 
tho coming winter, on say Wednesday 
evenings, from S to 10. 

Last year you were good enough to 
grant the use of the council chamber* 
for this purpose, but it frequently 
happened that the room was required 
for municipal purposes and the society 
was thereby put to great inconveni- 
ence in making other arrangements on 
short notice. 

I would respectfully submit that the 
granting of this privilege would not in 
any way interfere with the comfort of 
the reading public, but, on the eon- 
trarv, the rehearsals of the standard 
works contemplated would probably be 
a source of pleasure and attraction to 
many who have no homes in the city. 
Mr. Carnegie, tho donor of the build- 
ing, is keenly Interested In music and 
has in many cities built concert rooms 
for public use. 

I would also direct your attention to 
| that part ot tho society's work which 
deals with the engagement of emin- 
ent artists. For the coming season 
Mine. Louise Homer, Ignace Padere- 
skl, Jan Kubelik and Herbert Wither- 
spoon have been engaged, and I would 
submit that tho visits of artists such 
as these cannot fail to do an Immense 
amount of good to Victoria by adver- 
tising to tho world at large that, apart 
from tho natural beauties of our scen- 
ery and climate, the highest and best 
in art and culture also finds a home 
with us, and as the carrying out of 
this project will entail an expenditure 
of about five thousand dollars, I there- 
fore, have no hesitation in submitting 
that tho request herein made Is deserv- 
ing of your most favorable considera- 
tion. 

In conclusion I would mention that 
tho work of the society has been re- 
cognized by his excellency the 
governor-general and his honor the 
lleuteriant-goverrior, both of whom al- 
low their names to be Identified 
with it.

They intended returning to Bri- 
tish Columbia, after a journey around 
the world. 

Mr. Fortune is one to whom the 
term pioneer applies in its real sense. 
When ho arrived in B. C. in 1862 there 
were few w\'tes in the country; be- 
yond the tilled land around the trading 
posts there was no effort made at 
..farml'.i;,-, and he maka the just claim 
".that he was the' first white «ei!ler > in 
Kamloops, at which paint he arrived 
on October 13, 1862. In 'company with 
a number of other spirits equally in- 
trepid as himself, the trip, a long, ar- 
duous journey, had \%:vf. made across 
the vast plains and through the great 
passes of the mountain ranges, to 
reach the El Dorado. The party pass- 
ed the Rockies through the pass which 
will be followed by the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, the Yellowhead pass. Among 
the company were G. C. Tunstall, gold 
commissioner here; X A. Mara, tho 
late J. Fannin, the late Mr. Bowron, 
for many years gold commissioner at 
Barkerville, and others who afterwards 
gained important positions in life in 
the province. The party divided into 
two parts when the head waters of 
the North Thompson river were reach- 
ed, one lot descending- the Frascr, the 
other coming down the North Thomp- 
«on, Mr. Fortune following tho latter 
route reaching Kamloops on the date 
mentioned, and since that time lie has 
permanently resided in the vicinity. 
Many are tho reminisceces he can re- 
call when in the mood and with an 
appreciative audience around him; but 
that is another story. He obtained 
employment with the Hudson's Bay 
Co. and several years afterwards ac- 
quired tho beautiful ranch at Tran- 
quille._which he has recently sold to 
the Sanitarium people. About the 
time he secured the property ho mar- 
ried Miss Jane McWha, of Ly'tton. In 
18G8 he built the first flour" mill in 
tho Interior, later on he added a saw- 
mill and in 187S wont' still farther with 
his. enterprise, and built a steamer, the 
Lady Dufferin, which for many years 
plied on these waters, from Savona to 
Spallumcheen. Mr. Fortune also built 
the first house on the site of tho town 
of Kamloops and took the first lond 
of freight out of the place for Cariboo. 
Since thoso early days he has devoted 
himself to farming and fruit growing, 
nnd with such success that ho has 
won innumerable prizes at shows all 
ovdr the west and Tranquille orchard 
and climate are known far and wide

THE OTHER ESCAPES 




Fata! uynamite Explosion Occurs 
on tapper Perry Creek 
Near Cranbrook 



Cranbrook, B. C, Sept. 0. — Saturday 
afternoon a week ago Lars Krlc'Ber- 
gren was instantly killed and his ne- 
phew, Axel Bergren, Avas slightly in- 
jured by an explosion of dynamite in a 
cabin on Upper Perry Creek, where 
they had gone to do some work on the 
claims acquired by Don McKay from 
Frank Byron some months ago. The 
cabin was completely wrecked and 
the escape of the nephew was simply 
a marvel. From tho story told by tho 
nephew, who has recently arrived from 
tho Old Country, and was secured by 
the aid of an interpreter, it seems that 
Eric Bergren, desirous of seeing if 
some of the fuse and caps that looked 
old would work all right, placed a cap 
on a short pieco of fuse and lighting 
the fuse threw it out of tho cabin on 
to the ground some distance away. 
Then both men rushed back to the 
cabin. There are two rooms, and one 
is used for sleeping and cooking, while 
the outer room is used for a store room. 
In the store room was a box of dyna- 
mite that had been just sent up to the 
claims by Mr. McKay, and about 'J0U 
sticks of dynamite lying on a table, 
which was old and had been unpacked 
for some time. Tho two men attempt- 
ed to close the outer door but an axe 
was in tho way and they hurried on in- 
to the other room. Eric taking a position 
on the ono side of the stove, that near- 
est to the door, and Axel going to the 
other side. Tho cap of tho fuse ex- 
ploded to bo followed by an awful ox- 
plosion of all the dynamite just on the 
other sido of tho partition. The log 
shack seemed to be raised from its very 
foundation and then collapsed with the 
two human beings beneath, When 
Axel regained his senses ho was lying 
down on the floor, covered with boards 
and shattered logs, but In such a way 
that he escaped death or fatal injuries. 
One eye was badly injured and one 
wrist was injured, while he had severe 
bruises all over his body. Crawling 
out of the mass of debris that was pil- 
ed over him Eric turned to look for his 
uncle, and saw that he was covered 
with heavy logs and boards and seem- 
ed to be crushed and mangled. Hur- 
rying to the blacksmith shop near at 
hand, Axel secured a pick and with 
this he tore off the logs in frenzied 
fear, hoping that lie might be able to 
save his uncle. At last he got tho in- 
animate body clear and drew it out nnd 
then saw that deatli had como instant- 
ly, to the unfortunate man. Nothing 
more could he done, and suffering as 
he was himself, started down the trail 
eleven miles for Old Town, Whera he 
gave notice of the accident, and was 
himself driven to the hospital hero at 
Cranbrook and given treatment. Par- 
ties from here went to the claim that 
night and looked after tho body nnd 
on Monday it was brought to town. 
Brie Bergren was well known through- 
out tile district, and was a man famil- 
iar with tho handling of explosives. 
The nephew knew nothing of the work 
and was simply associated with his 
uncle in the work. The nephew has 
been released from the hospital and is 
still wondering over his wonderful es- 
cape. 



Enderby High School 
Endorby, B. C, Sept. 9.— The resi- 
dents of the town and district who 
have children will be pleased to learn 
that a high school has been opened 
at Enderby. The establishing of this 
branch of education in tho town will 
do much to attract home-seekers to the 
district, as one of tho first questions 
asked by those seeking ne\? homos is 
in reference to the educational advan- 
tages offered.

k At a special meeting oC the Oak Bay 
municipal council held yesterday 
morning, the bylaw for the licensing of 
automobiles, tallyhos and other vo- 
hiclcM plying for hire within the lim- 
its oi. the municipality was given Its 
Anal reading. The bylaw will go into 
ertect at once. It provides for a MO 
license too with "a ponaty for infringe- 
ment of not more than $100. Owing to 
the iaet that nearly three-quarters of 
the present year lias parsed it was de 
elded to cut the foe for the current 
year down to a quarter, Which amounts 
Ui 310. The owners of. the vehlclea 
will lie notillcd to pay tip immediately. 

The. proposed bylaws for the pur- 
chase of the waterfront on Oak and 
Shoal bays and the property required 
for municipal purposes were discussed 
at length, hut pending the presentation 
of the petitions now in circulation 
among the ratepayers, will not bo ta- 
ken uj) by council. For all money by- 
law.;, a petition from the ratepayers 
aggregating half Ule assessed value of 
the municipality hn,< to be presented 
to the council first before the bylaw 
can bo considered. Tho petitions now 
in circulation are nearly complete and 
will likely come up at the regular 
meeting of tho council next week. 

The selection of a site for the erec- 
tion of municipal stables, -a pound, 
sheds, and at sonic future time, :t. pub- 
lic hull, created considerable discus- 
sion amongs the members of council, 
and eventually It was decided to leave 
it in (ho hands of the ratepayers them- 
selves-.- ; Two •properties were favored. 
One at the corner of Cranmoro avenue 
and C'adboro bay road belonjr'ng to the 
city can be secured for $2, SOU. It con- 
tains about two acre.-t of land. The 
other is on Oalc Bay avenue next to 
the residence known as "Norwood" 
near tlje corner of Hampshire road 
and will cost $3,000. It is only one. 
and a half acres in extent. The for- 
mer site is favored by some, both on 
account of its larger extent and be- 
cause of its being cheaper. In addi- 
tion, it Is considered tlia better Invest- 
ment. The Oak bay property has 
many advocates, however, who 'con- 
sider that it is the more central as 
tho population of the municipality 
now lies. 

The ratepayers will determine which 
sit? is to be purchased; When the by- 
law is finally prepared and submitted 
to the. ratepayers the two properties 
will be named on the ballots and the 
ratepayers wil.be asked to name which 
property they think should be secured. 
On the result of this vote will depend 
where the. new municipal buildings 
will be located. The members of the 
council considered that this was 11 
much better system of dealing with 
the matter than taking it in their own 
hands as there Is much to bo said in 
favor of each location.

COMMISSIONER WILL 
NOT COME HERE NOW 



Representative of the Japanese 
Government Leaves 
for Ottawa 



Ishil KIkujiro, dirctor of tho com- 
mercial bureau of tho Japanoso for- 
oigu office, who is on a tour of in. 
vestlgation and who arrived at Van- 
couver on Saturday from Seattle, Col- 
ii'norla and Hawaii, where lie lias been 
looking into conditions concerning the 
Japanese, will- not coma to Victoria, 
as. expected, but will instead leave at 
once for Ottawa in connection With 
tho Vancouver riots. 

Ishll KIkujiro is an adopted son of 
tho lato Ishll Kunlsuke, having been 
received into tho family according to 
tho custom in voguo in Japan since 
feudal times. Ho is the second son 
of a wealthy farmer of Chlba, where 
he was born in 18CC. He was educat- 
ed at Tokio, graduating in 1890 from 
tho Imperial Tokio university, whero 
he studied law. Soon after leaving 
the university, or in "i891, to be ex- 
act, he was appointed an attache to 
the Japanese legation at Paris, and 
in 1SU3 became third secretary of the 
legation. In 1SD6, following tho war 
with China, he was brought from 
Franco and appointed Japanese con- 
sul at Ninsen and in the following 
year was sent to Peking as second sec- 
retary of tho legation there, and was 
promoted to first secretary of the le- 
gation headed by Baron Komura In 
1898: In the latter year he returned 
to Japan to become secretary to the 
foreign office at Tokio. In 1900 he 
became chief of tho telegraph section 
of tho foreign offleo and In 1004 was 
appointed to his present position as 
director of commercial affairs for. the 
Japanoso ^foreign office. It was in 
1891 that ho was adopted into the 
family of the kite Ishil Kunisuke. 

A short time* ago .when tho anti- 
Japanese disturbances i-n San Fran- 
cisco woro causing considerable Irrita- 
tion in Japan, Ishil Kikujlro was dis- 
patched to this sldo to Investigate 
conditions. Ho arrived at Vancouver 
on Saturday coincident with tho out- 
break there. After making investiga- 
tions concerning the Japanese and 
matters bearing upon tho emigration 
of his nationals, he proposes to pro- 
ceed to Ottawa and Washington con- 
fer with officials of both Canadian 
and United States governments, and 
then ho will go to London. From Lon- 
don ho proposes to proceed to the con- 
tinent and will return home to Japan 
via Russia and tho Trans. Siberian 
railway, which now maintains a 
steamship service between Vladivostok 
arid North Japan.

Neither 
is it a "knack" 'that can be picked up 
at will and requires no preliminary 
instruction. 

Anyone who wishes skill in the prac : 
tlce of cooking has to work for it as 
for any other profession. The groat 
advantage of it over many other kinds 
of work is that oven a little attention 
and labor will produce good results, 
and that such results will appear at 
an early stage of the study. 

Cookery has been called an exact 
science, and in a way this is true. But

So in cookery per- 
fect work in preparation may some- 
times be spoiled by tho eccentricities of 
the oven or the fluctuations of the fire. 

Barring such accidents at these, 
however, one may be fairly sure of 
good effects if one goes about the task 
in the right way. A few things even 
the "born cook" must know to start 
with, or there will be a failure. 

Of course tho ideal method of learn- 
ing cookery is the practical direc- 
tion of a skillful teacher — not by at- 
tention at a cooking school, but by 
working In a kitchen, where, In the 
good old stylo lncoicatcd by tho im- 
mortal Mr. Saucers, we "spell it first 
and then go and do it." 



WOMEN'S COUNCIL HAVE 
WITHDRAWN THEIR BAN 



Reconsidor Their Stand in' Regard to

A very largely attended meeting of 
the Women's Council took place in the 
city hall yesterday afternoon. Tho 
business of the councl was to consider 
what resolutions would bo placed upon 
the agenda for the forthcoming an- 
nual meeting. But the present Interest 
centred round the fact that tho mayor 
had been asked to bo present to ex- 
plain his position- with- regard to tho 
sale of intoxicants on the exhibition 
grounds. In this connection a reso- 
lution was read from the correspond- 
ing secretary of tho Christian Aid of 
Duncans expressing sympathy with the 
action of tho Women's Council hi re- 
gard to the fall fair. 

After some routino business had 
been transacted the mayor came in 
and the president, Mrs. R. S. Day, 
brought tho matter before the meet- 
ing by asking the recording secretary 
to read the circular issued by the wo- 
men's council some time ago express- 
ing their disapproval of the action of 
th'i agricultural association in allow- 
ing liquor to be sold on tho fair 
grounds and their determination 1o 
take no part In the exhibition. The 
mayor's recent letter was then read, 
and Mrs. Day expressed her opinion 
that his worship had stated to tho 
delegation that ho had no power to 
restrict the sale of liquor on any part 
of the grounds. 

Mr. Morley explained that it was 
perfectly true that he had stated that 
he, as only one member of tho exhi- 
bition committee, had no power to say 
that liquor would not bo sold on tha 
grounds. Tho contract of last year 
permitted liquor to bo sold only in the 
old club room and on the grand stand 
under the race track. He had been 
told that it had been sold at some of 
the restaurants on the grounds, but us 
he had spent very little time there 
and was busily engaged at the time 
he had not himself noticed the fact. 

The letters from the women's council 
to the executive of the Agricultural 
association had, as understood by that 
body, asked for the total prohibition 
of the sale of liquor, that rhey wero 
not prepared to grant. 

Mr. Morley then read extracts from 
tho license granted this year to Mr. 
Virtue by the Oak Bay municipality 
and stated unequivocally that accord- 
ing to it the sale of liquor would be 
confined to tho grand stand. In answer 
to questions by Mrs. Hasell, Miss 
Crease and Mrs. Cooper, tho mayor 
declared that It would bo Illegal to 
send intoxicants from tho bar to any 
booth or restauratltfidri the fair grounds 
and that, moreover, every precaution 
woult ? be taken to prevent the entrance 
of intoxicated persons either from the 
Willows or from town, i 

Mrs. Andrews presented a resolution 
protesting earnestly against the sale 
of liquor anywhere upon tho grounds. 
Speaking to the resolution she said she 
considered it quite as wrong to sell in- 
toxicants on the race track as any- 
where else on the fair grounds. 

His Lordship Bishop Perrln said H 
was plain that the executive of tho 
agricultural association had under- 
stood tho women's council to ask that 
liquor should be banished altogether 
from the fair grounds and that the 
ladies were equally certain that tho 
may.pr had told them its sale would 
not be confined to the track. Now 
that both parties understood one an- 
other tho position of affairs was al- 
tered but it was a thousand pities a 
misunderstanding had lasted so long. 

Mrs. Hasell then moved a resolution 
which was unanimously passed, to the 
effect that as no liquor would be sold 
on the fair ground except at the bar 
under the race track, the women's 
council would withdraw from their 
present position and return to that 
adopted in former years. The view 
taken by the majority was, it is under- 
stood, that, while protesting against 
the sale of liquor anywhere on the ex- 
hibition grounds, they did not think 
that if it was confined to the race 
track the ladles were justified in with- 
drawing their support from tho cxhl-' 
bition. 

Mrs. Sheldon then moved a resolu- 
tion, the purport of Which was that 
the women's council strongly disap- 
proved of tho plan of taking a vote as 
to tho desirability of tho sale of liquor 
on the fair grounds at tho exhibition 
as in the nature of things that vote 
would not be a representative one. 
This also was unanimously passed, 
and the mayor virtually pledged him- 
self to see that the' scheme was aban- 
doned. 

The discussion, which throughout 
was conducted in the best spirit, was 
taken part In by Mrs, Grant, Mrs. Jen- 
kins, Mrs. Spol'ford and a number oft 
others, besides those already men- 
tioned.

In his first heat, Day covered the 
distance hi 14.03 seconds. In the 
second heat he was caught in 1-1.02 by 
one watch and 14.03 by the other watch. 
Tho latter time stood. The 150 yard 
record is held by Harry Hutchens, who 
twenty years ago mado the distance 
in 14 1.2 seconds. Day's time mado 
yesterday, however, beats the Ameri- 
can record, which is 14.04. 

There is little to bo said about 
Day's nttempt yesterday. From the 
form he showed in running over a 
rough track without paths, he can 
smash the record without difficulty 
if ho tries again under ideal condi- 
tions. While the course he ran over 
was practically level, it could not be 
compared with a hard cinder path, on 
Which all world's records are made. 

Day Is a fine specimen of physical 
manhood, possessing the ideal build of 
tho sprinter. Small boned, with well 
developed muscles, he does not carry 
an ounce of superfluous weight. His 
strldo is long and even and his form 
in .every respect is perfect. On a 
good cinder path ho is unquestionably 
callable of breaking tho record ho 
sought yesterday.

The steamer Salvor, of the British 
jColunibla Salvage company, went from 
Esquimalt yesterday morning to the 
assistance of the steamer Santa Bar- 
bara, of tho Alaska Coast Steamship 
company, bound from Seattle to Valdes 
end Catalla with freight and passen- 
gers, which stranded on the rocks of 
lActlve Pass, one-time called Plump-, 
jerls Pass, the channel between Mayne' 
iand Galiano Islands used by steamers 
^ilylng from hero and Puget Sound to 
Vancouver and the north. The Santa 
jBarbara is making water freely, and 
Svlll probably be iloated and patched 
teufflciently to be brought to Esquimalt. 
TOiO wrecking steamer, equipped with 
Sbig centrifugal pumps and carrying a 
'crew of wreckers, left Esquimalt yes- 
terday morning at 10.30 o'clock. Capt. 
vT. G. Cox, Lloyd's agent, was a passen- 
ger on the Salvor. 

The Santa Barbara left Seattlo on 
{Saturday night for Valdes, Catalla and 
other ports, and had on board a thou- 
sand tons of railway supplies and ma- 
chinery for the Copper River and 
Northwestern Development company. 
Only a few passengers, men interested 
in the Catalla railway project, were on 
the steamer. 

It was early Sunday morning that 
tho Santa Barbara went on the rocks. 
She was In charge of Capt. Frank 
Zaddart, who reports that tho steer- 
ing gear broke as the vessel entered, 
lActive Bass,. and helpless in the strong* 
tide, the Santa Barbara went on the 
rocks. When tho steamer Dolphin 
passed the spot at 1 p.m. Sunday, Capt. 
Zaddart reported that he was tryiiuj 
to construct a bulkhead of timbers 
and concrete to make such temporary 
repa'irs as would allow the steamer be- 
ing brought to a dry dock. WSth the 
aid of this work he hoped to bo able 
to steam into American waters and 
anchor until a tug was sent to his as- 
sistance. It was found that the steam- 
ier could not bo got off as easily as he 
anticipated though, and the assistance 
of tho Salvor was invited. As the 
steamer is stranded In British Colum- 
bian waters she cannot be salved by 
.United States vessels without permis 
sion being given from Ottawa. Tho 
passengers remained on board tho 
Vessel. 

Active Pass, scene of tho stranding 
of the Santa Barbara, was formerly 
known as Plumper's Pass. It was on 
Laura Point in this pass that the 
British' warship Termagnant went 
ashore in 1860. The Termagnant with 
the Plumper in command of Admiral 
Richards and another warship was 
proceeding to tho neighborhood of Na- 
nalmo to quell an Indian outbreak. 
The three vessels were proceeding 
through Active Pass, piloted by Ad- 
miral Richards In the Plumper, when 
tho Termagnant, which had airived at 
the Esquimalt station but u, few cays 
Jjefore, was swept onto Laura Point 
and stranded. The accident was due to 
ithe tide. 

Tho Santa Barbara is a wooden 
Screw steamer with one deck, G95 tons 
gross, 527 tons not, built in 1900 for 
J. R. Hanify and Sons by W. P. Stone, 
of San Francisco, She Is 1S3.5 feet 
Jong, 37.5 feet beam and 13.5 feet deep 
and is registered at San Francisco' 
. where she was engined by the Rlsdon 
Iron Works with compound engines 
with two cylinders, IS inches and 
S t inches In diameter, with a 28 Inch 
Etroke.-

The steamer Transit of tho British 
Coast Steamship company, which 
reached Seattle a few days ago from 
Japan with coal, is expected at Xan- 
aimo today to load bunker coal and 
will then proceed to Vancouver to 
load a cargo of construction material 
lumber, etc.. on account of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway company for 
discharge at Prince Rupert, Port Es- 
slngton and otter points. She will 
then proceed to Skagway and south- 
ward will' bring ore for the Crofton 
and Laclysmith smelters. 

The Transit has a Chinese crew. She 
is a Norwegian steamer and, as such, 
manned by Chinese, it Is expected will 
bo run cheaper than any vessel now In 
the coasting trade. At Seattle the Chi- 
nese have been under guard constantly 
and have been endeavoring to escape, 
two being successful in their endeavor, 
if they are not found before the 'steam- 
er leaves Seattle for Nanalmo to coal 
the owners will be liable for a $1,000 
fine. Chinese of the Transit's crew al- 
most drowned F. Connoly, the watchman 
in charge, at Seattle. The watchman 
was walking ashore by the plank lead- 
ing from the ship to the wharf when 
it slipped from under him. Tho Chi- 
nese had cut the ropes which tied 
the plank to the vessel's sides, and 
in an instant Connoly shot to the 
bay, about twenty feet below. Tho 
watchman wore a heavy overcoat. 
When he came to the surface ho was 
30 hampered by tho coat that he 
scarcely could swim. 

Fortunately for Connoly a trainman, 
who was noting the numbers of the 
freight cars on tho sliding, happened 
along, and hearing his struggles, threw 
him a rope and got him onto the dock. 
In the meantime the Chinese taking 
advantage of the excitement had slip- 
ped over tho vessel's 'side and were out 
of sight in the darkness. 

Connoly was hunting for the Chinese 
yesterday with blood in his eye. Be- 
cause of the bond which the steamship 
company .is under the water front im- 
migration force is not called upon to 
watch vessels with Chinese crews. If 
recorded on the manifest when the 
Transit is ready to sail It will cost her 
owners SI, 000. 

On Sunday morning two more of 
tho Chinese tried to escape. The China- 
men crept softly from their bunks 
and scanning the "coast", which 
was apparently clear, leaped to tho dock 
Connoly sprank out of tho shadow 
armed with a club. 

The leading Chinaman drew a. long 
knife and, struck at him, but tho 
club was quickest and a, clout be- 
hind the ear sent tho man to the 
wharf. / 

"I didn't wait for tho second fellow 
to draw a knife," said Connoly in tell- 
ing the story last night. "I got him 
on the back of tho neck and by that 
time one of the officers came along 
and helped me drive the men back to 
their bunks." 



The steamer Princess Royal, Capt. 
Hughes, which reached port on Sun- 
day from Skagway via ports, bringing 
154 passengers, including 71) from 
Skagway, showed her right to the title 
not only of the bcsWbut "-l^o the 
swiftest, of the Skagway, fleet'. She 
left with the steamer Dolphin- and 24 
hours later than the steamer City of 
Seattle, yet beat both of these vessels 
southward. Tho City of Seattle, al- 
though she left a day before tho C.P.B. 
liner, was caught north of Wrangel 
narrows and passed. The Princess 
Royal had extra calls to make at 
Brinco Rupert, Port Simpson and Port 
Essington at tho Skeena mouth, and 
after debarking and embarking freight 
and passengers at theso places sho 
passed out of tho Skeena to again 
overhaul the City of Seattle a few 
miles south of the northern river. At 
Swanson bay the Princess Royal made 
a call to pick up forty men from tho 
pull) mills being established there, and 
this delay allowed the City of Seattle 
to gain again, but not for long. The 
Princess Royal swept by tho Pacific 
Coast Steamship company's steamer 
before Queen Charlotte sound was 
crossed, and beat both City of Seattle 
and Dolphin to port. 

That the new C.P.R. Skagway liner 
is a popular boat with the traveling 
public is evidenced by the fact that of 
82 passengers from the interior at 
Skagway tho Princess Royal got 7S 
and the Dolphin four. • Tliero Is a 
large travel from Dawson this season. 
P. B. Fleming, outside agent of tho 
C.P.R., who arrived by the steamer, 
has been making a trip to Dawson, At- 
lin and interior points. Ho says that 
mining operations on a very large scale 
are being undertaken by the Guggen- 
heims, who are making a success of 
their enterprises. He was at Discovery, 
AtlUv on September 2, when tho 1 Gug- 
genheim steam shovel took up 520,000 
in gold at one scoop. Tho White Pass 
and Yukon Railway company Is build- 
ing a spur to the mining district near 
Conrad where a iargo number of ex- 
cellent mines, one of the richest of 
which is owned by Capt. John Irving 
and associates, are located. Tho mines 
will commence shipping to the Van- 
couver island smelters on a large scale 
when the spur is completed. 

The Yukon river is now very low, 
and it is feared that much of tho 
freight shipped to interior points will 
of necessity, to bo left ut White 
Tho greater part of the pro- 
visions and perishables will be taken 
to Dawson and other Yukon points 
but it Is feared that much of the heavy 
dredge and other machinery ordered by 
tho Guggenheims and other mining 
concerns will not reach the Klondike 
this season. 

The Princess Royal left tills morning 
lor Vancouver, relieving the steamer 
Princess Victoria, and will tonight 
proceed to Seattle at G.30 p.m., taking 
the place of the ferry steamer on tho 
"tri-angular run." Tho Royal will go 
north again on Thursday, sailing for 
Skagway and way ports at 11 p.m.

turned to Rio Janeiro this week in 
distress. The Kenilworth is 2,146 tons 
net, o00 feet in length, 43 feet broad, 
24 feet deep, and was built in 1S.S7 at 
Glasgow. She is commanded by Capt 
Amesbury, who had charge of the Ro- 
anoke when she was burnt to the wa- 
ter's edge at tho wharf in Melbourne.

United States Government to Experi- 
ment With Now Device at Cape

gineers, will install a new steam siren 
at Capo Flattery. 'During the past few 
weeks several vessels have struck 



Tho Pacific Coast Steamship com- 
pany has decided to build a turbine- 
propelled steamer and plans for the 
vessel aro being prepared by Construc- 
tor Oeorgo W. Dickie. The intention 
at present Is to place tho vessel on the 
southern California route between San 
Francisco and San Diego. The steamer 
Governor is on the way to improve tho 
Victoria-San Francisco service. This 
steamer and the President, together 
with tho City of Puebla, will give a 
five-day service between Seattle, Vic- 
toria and San Francisco. It Is consid- 
ered, however, that another steamer 
will be built before long for this serv- 
ice. The new liner for tourist travel 
on the southern California coast Is to 
be the best of the company's fleet. Sho 
Will be 400 feet luiiar, CO feet beam and 
16 feet depth of hold, will be very 
similar to the turbine steamships Yale 
and Harvard, recently built for service 
along the Atlantic coast. Tho plans 
call for 230 two-berth staterooms, ac- 
commodating 4G0 first-class passen- 
gers. Different' styles of decorations 
will be used in t he staterooms, a 
scheme which has proven very popu- 
lar in tho Yale and Harvard. 

The new vessel, which is to bo ready 
within a year, will have a sea speed of 
20 knots an hour and will make two 
trips a week between San Francisco 
and way ports. Tho company has de- 
cided to install the Parson's turbine 
engine. The weather conditions along 
the southern coast, being different from 
those on the northern coast, it was de- 
cided to build a vessel expressly for 
that service. The stylo Is very much 
different from that of tho President 
and the Governor. 

Steamship Pleiades of the Boston 
Steamship company's fleet, now under 
charter to Schubaoh & Hamilton, has 
been withdrawn from the trade in 
northern Alaska to reenter the trade 
between the sound and tho Orient. 
Schub'ach & Hamilton have chartered 
tho vessel to Robert Dollar on a time 
charter to carry lumber from Mukil- 
teo to Hakodate.

Depressing Influences — Much 
Interest in New City Bond 
Issue 



Now York, Sept. !).— -Several circum- 
stances combined to make an extreme- 
ly dull day in the stock market, one 
was the occurrence of a Jewish holi- 
day, which caused many absentees 
from the linuncial district. Another 
was the government report on grain, 
Still another was the eve of the offer- 
ing of .New York city 1 1-2 per cent, 
bonds, bids tor $40,000,000 of which 
Will he opened tomorrow. This event 
was of influence from two points of 
view, its direct effect was perceptible 
In the stiffness of the call money mar- 
ket, the rates for loan.; rising- above 
the highest level of last week, which 
was 4 per cent, to (i per cent. 

The reduction of resources available 
for employment in stocks had its irt- 
fluenee in curtailing speculation. Evi- 
dently intending bidders were prepar- 
ing for the bond sales. The final in- 
stalment on the Union Pacific con- 
vertible bonds, which called for about 
$33,000,000, Is also payable tomorrow. 
The requirements of the money mar- 
ket were heavy. The strain is ex- 
pected to be short-lived, as immediate 
redeppaits aro likely to he made, and, 
in the case of the large temporary note 
issues to be paid off, so that a .second- 
ary relaxing effect on the money mar- 
ket may have been a revival in the 
general investment situation. 

As hearing on the price at which, 
the bonds shall be awarded, the vol- 
ume of the bids for them. the. distri- 
bution of the demand both here and 
butlon of the demand both here and 
abroad, will all be studied with the 
keenest interest and attention. There 
were dealings in new bonds, when Is- 
sued on the curb market, within a 
fraction of 102 1-2, wilh an upward 
tendency. This quotation was be- 
lieved to represent more than a ran- 
dom estimate of the probable price of 
tomorrow's most influential bidders 
amongst the important banking inter- 
ests. The large number of Individual 
bidders reported as coining in at the 
eleventh hour confirmed the feeling of 
confidence in the success of the issue. 
Tile rate of return on the bonds at the 
above price would lie still about 4 1-1! 
per cent, and at this rate there ere 
high grade railroad bonds still sus- 
tained at prices which leave a smaller 
income yield than this, Such a con- 
dition would suggest the likelihood of 
a further price readjustment in the 
bond market to conform to the new 
rate of return lor investment indicat- 
ed by the New Tori; city bonds. On 
the other hand, the successful float- 
ation of such a large issue of such se- 
curities would carry the inference that 
supplies of capital are not entirely 
lacking, but are exigent of more pro- 
fitable terms than are offering in older 
bond issues. 

The feature in the money market 
was a stronger lone again for lime 
loans for the long period. Supplies 
of commercial paper also are reported 
large. The London market remained 
tranquil in spite of the decline in for- 
eign exchange rate and the taking of 
gold for Berlin account in London, the 
latter being reported us arranged be- 
tween the competing parlies, so that 
the price of gold in the market was 
lower. 



Ontario Fruit Crop Short 

The recent bulletin issued by th 
Ontario department of agriculture sayj 
regarding the fruit crop of that pro- 
vince: 

This has not been a fruit year, the 
yield of all sorts falling more or less 
short of an average. Apples, while 
good In odd sections, more especially 
in Northumberland county, and vicin- 
ity, will giv i the whole a compara- 
tively light yield: several correspon- 
dents estimate it lit a half crop. Thl* 
fruit, however, will be freer from scab 
and worm than in more recent years. 
Pears are In the same class as apples 
this 'sea -on. Plums will be scarce, 
taking- the province over; the curcullo 
lias, as usual, stung and destroyed an 
immense quantity of. this choice fruit. 
Peaches are the poorest of the orchard 
crops. There will be \e,a of them for 
market than for many years. Cherries 
were a fair crop, but black knot is 
killing orf the trees. Orchard fruits 
suffered considerably from drouth, and 
were all inclined to be small In size: 
high winds nl-o thinned out much of 
the fruit. GraDCi will be the best 
fruit crop of the year should the au- 
tumn be favorable. Strawberries, 
raspberries and other small fruits 
wore no I so plentiful as usual. 



Millions Remitted 

New rork, Sept. 1).— To till the lung- 
felt want of a central Institution for 
the handling of remittances from the 
2,000,000 Hungarian immigrants In the 
United States to their relatives in 
Hungary, there will he opened in New 
York October 1 the Hungarian-Ameiir 
can bank. The institution Is capital- 
ized at $400,000, half of which was tak- 
en by Hie Central Credit bank of Hun- 
gary, located at Budapest, it is esti- 
mated that the annual remittances to 
Hungary amount to the astonishing 
total of $80,000,000.

Now York-, Sept. 9. — Except In one 
year opening prices un red Alaska sal- 
mon have never been so high as that 
announced on the 1907 pack. The ex- 
ception was the quotation of $1.30 
made in 1903. The jobbing trade, al- 
though looking upon the 1907 price of 
SI. 15 .f.o.b. as unusual, appear to be 
well .satisfied with it, as in view of the 
advance talk of a very short pack a 
higher ligure was generally looked for. 
It is admitted by most, if not all job- 
bers, that the price named, which is 
20c higher than the opening quotation 
on the 1906 pack, is warranted by tho 
conditions of supply and demand. The 
now goods will come on an absolutely 
bare market, for it is not questioned 
that the little that is left on the spot 
Will go out clean within the next few 
weeks. There is some difference of op- 
inion as to how short the pack of Al- 
aska red salmon will be as compared 
With that of last year, the estimates 
of tho probably shortage varying from 
500, 000 to 700,000 eases. 

According to some reports the total 
quantity that will be available for dis- 
tribution in tho United States; will not 
exceed 750,000 cases, including all 
brands. The English markets, it is au- 
thoritatively stated, have ordered and 
confirmed 200, 000 casus of Association 
brands. Tills Is the first time in two 
years that English buyers have been 
in the American market, and their pur- 
chases this year, which arc attributed 
to the close clean up of stocks in Eng- 
land, are accepted as an judication 
that a radical change has occurred in 
the sentiment of those markets. 

One reason given why a higher price 
than $1.15 f.o.b. was not made on red 
•a si: a salmon of this season's pack- 
ing is tiie lack of adequate warehous- 
ing facilities on the Pacific coast, 
jvliich made It necessary to market 
the pack more quickly than usual. 
Some criticism is heard of the with- 
drawal by the association of the usual 
practice of permitting an examination 
of gqods before acceptance on arrival, 
but the objection was not strong 
enough to deter buyers from continu- 
ing freely. If all of tiie orders that have 
been booked subject to approval of 
price are confirmed, and the Indica- 
tions are that they will be, it is inti- 
mated that packers will not be able to 
deliver in full. 

Boston advices say: The features of 
interest g in t ho local salmon market 
this week have been the announce- 
ment of the price for 1907 pack of 
Alaskan red salmon by the Association 
and other packers, and the announce- 
ment of tiie quantity of shortage at tho 
Columbia river. The price fixed for 
Alaska red, SI. 15, is just about* What 
was expected and does not materially 
effect prices for spot goods which have 
been b»ld up here for $1.20 for the past 
ton th; -s, and wc quote them this week 
$1.27 1-2. There aro some cancela- 
tions being reported, but not enough 
to Intoffqre \, ith the normal distrtu- 
tlon. We predict that the bulk of the 
bookings in this market for reds w,!ll lie 
confirmed at this price. 

After an interval of a month or 
nearly so, since last shipments were 
made troth the Columbia river, 
coupled with the announcmnt that 
Cue IValaneeo of the pack was to lie 
divided pro rata among early bookings 
yet unfilled, an announcement was 
made this week that practically no more 
flats could he delivered to this mar- 
ket, and partial delivery will be made 
of half pounds. This is exceptionally 
awkward on account of the very short 
delivery promised in sockeyc flats 
The tendency of tho packer in short 
years to overpack in tho half-pound 
size, and it appears that this has been 
carried out to a larger extent than 
usual tills season, some packers being 
able to make delivery of chinooks 
nearly in full in die half-pound size, 
and but 5 to 10 per cent, for flats, and 
this same one-sided percentage lias 
been announced for delivery of Tuget 
Sound soekeye.', to the disgust of many 
of the trade.

London, Sept. 9. — The news of the 
attacks on the Japanese and Chinese 
at Vancouver did not surprise the 
colonial and foreign office - officials 
here, who had long loured an outbreak 
against the Asiatics in western Can- 
ada, but they have the greatest confi- 
dence in tho ability of the Canadians 
to suppress any disturbances and pro- 
tect aliens. At . the same time the offi- 
cials realize that a serious problem 
has arisen, particularly as the feeling 
appears to be strongest against the 
subjects of Great Britain's eastern ally 
and that it will require most conser- 
vative handling, for whatever action 
Is taken is liable to be resented either 
by colonists or by tho Japanese. 

The question has been the subject 
of consideration for some time by the 
imperial authorities who have used 
thole good offices on a number of oc- 
casions to prevent the enactment of 
anti-Japanese legislation by British 
Columbia. It is understood that the 
matter was discussed at length during 
the recent visit of the colonial pre- 
miers to London, Australia being as 
much opposed to the admission of 
Asiatics as are the Canadians. No 
steps, however, were taken at the time 
and the subject was allowed to lapse. 

All the cabinet ministers are out of 
town at present, but the colonial and 
foreign office officials are seeking to 
obtain all the Information on the sub- 
ject ot! the Vancouver outbreak, with 
a view of taking some action, the na- 
ture of which is difficult to surmise. 

ThCattack on the Japanese and 
Chinese at Vancouver, B.C., places the 
English newspapers In an embarras- 
sing 1 position. Several of the most 
prominent of them wore particularly 
severe on the San Francisco "hood- 
lums" when the outbreak of much vio- 
lence occurred there. They "are con- 
fronted with a more serious situation 
in a British colony and apparently are 
at a loss what to say. The majority 
remain silent. 

The Times, whose American corres- 
pondent severely, and repeatedly, de- 
nounced the San Francisco action to- 
ward the Japanese is the only morn- 
ing paper commenting on the Canadian 
demonstration. The paper "deplores 
that it is not at present obvious how 
permanent amelioration of the situa- 
tion is to be effected," attributes the 
trouble entirely to labor union agita- 
tion, and ridicules tho Idea that a few 
thousand Japanese are likely to turn 
British Columbia or California into 
Mongolian provinces. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, the only af- 
ternoon paper to express an opinion 
on the subject, takes a directly oppo- 
site view, saying: "The Asiatic makes 
bis entry Into Canada under the au- 
spices of the great god of cheapness. 
He comes with an offer to take work 
at half the rate or less, than that paid 
for white men's labor, an arrangement 
which none the less can be carried out 
on a basis which involves a great ad- 
vance upon the scale of remuneration 
enjoyed in his own country. In com- 
petition of this character the Cauca- 
sian believes and all economic reason- 
ing seems to support him, that his own 
standards of life are certain to be de- 
pleted and destroyed." 

Continuing, the Pall Mall Gazette 
points out the Bellingham and Van- 
couver outbreaks show "that popular 
animosities of the racial type are not 
necessarily the outcome of mere wan- 
ton, unprovoked depravity," adding, 
"It can scarcely occur that the swarm- 
ing population of the Far East would 
be suffered to swamp the western 
states and provinces of the American 
continent." 

Referring to British Columbia, with 
only three per cent, of its territory 
populated, the Pall Mall Gazette savs: 
"If an unrestricted flood of Asiatics 
were allowed to occupy these vacant 
hospitable areas, it would require but 
a few years to produce an Oriental 
predominance in the fairest and rich- 
est possession or the British empire, 
and perhaps deflect the whole course 
of the civilization and destiny." 

In conclusion the Pall Mall Gazette 
says: "The issue will not permit of 
indefinite procrastination. Failing ex- 
clusion, the situation demands an al- 
ternative policy that will promptly 
and effectively circumscribe the dan-

Sir: Seeing that there is not any 
doubt or question as to the urgent ne- 
cessity of our having a better supply 
of water as soon as practicable, and 
as much time lias been spent already 
in discussing schemes of uncertain 
value, is It not advisable now to con- 
sider earnestly what steps most bene- 
ficial to the city can be taken without 
further delay? 

One proposition, and apparently an 
advantageous one, is to buy from the 
E. W. W, company, at a fixed price, 
all the water required — an arrange- 
ment which might possibly commend 
itself to the majority of ratepayers and 
be preferred as being, on the whole, 
the best and most suitable, if they 
wore thoroughly convinced that it is 
really as favorable for the city in all 
respects as has been represented in 
several able and instructive letters re- 
cently published, ami which tho citi- 
.'zens would do well to study attentive- 

I As a ratepayer, I would respectfully 
suggest that some one competent (of- 
' flcially or otherwise) should, in the in- 
j terest and for the fuller information 
of the whole community, kindly take 
I the trouble, even if it he to some ex- 
j tent a repetition, to disclose the full 
j particulars of the authority, the foun- 
dation, there Is for statements which 
have been strongly, but not authorita- 
tively, made in those letters — the pur- 
port of which Is that the E. W. \Y, 
company, in about 15 months after be- 
ing so requisitiioned, will bo prepared 
to supply the city with any desired 
quantity of water up to 5,000,000 gal- 



lons daily, at 6 cents per 1,000 gal- 
lons, for five years, or "in perpetuity 
for any term of years beyond five," 
Other considerations were mentioned — 
such as free water for flushing, etc., 
but which need not be repeated here. 

Any response to tills communication 
is likely, I believe, to be more effective 
if It will also state whether, when the 
city requires a still larger supply, or 
at the expiration of the five-year con- 
tract, the water company will be bound 
(or not) to furnish it; and to what ex- 
tent; and to which terms will such 
larger supply be given; and, further, 
whether it will be obligatory on the 
compa-ny to extend or renew the agree- 
ment from time to time if requested 
by the city, thus making it in effect 
equivalent to a "perpetual lease," as 
has been alleged. 

An explicit response. If convenient, 
would assist ratepayers in their efforts 
to form a correct opinion (before vot- 
ing) on this important problem, and 
would, doubtless, be appreciated at the 
present critical stage.

DEPRECATE THE RIOTS 



Victoria Ministerial Association 
Places Itself on Record 
on Matter 



The anti-Japanese riots at Vancou- 
ver were discussed by. tho Ministerial 
association at the regular monthly 
meeting held yesterday morning at 
the Y.M.C.A. and a deprecatory reso- 
lution was passed as a result of the 
published reports in tho daily press 
of tho disturbance. The question was 
looked at not in the light of local Im- 
portance but rather of national signi- 
ficance and after some discussion tho 
following resolution was placed on the 
minutes by unanimous vote: 

"Resolved, that wo place- ourselves 
on record strongly deprecating tho 
^lawless conduct that has been meted 
. out to Orientals in the city of Van- 
I couvcr a.s reported by tho public 
press." 

Rev. Thomas W. Gladstone, presi- 
dent of tho association, was in tho 
Chair, and the members present were: 
Revs. Dr. Campbell, E. LeRoy Dakln, 
Joseph McCoy, Christopher Burnett, 
W. Ii, Clay, 13. McRae, W. E, Dunham, 
A. J. Brace, S. J. Thompson and H, A. 
Carson, secretary. , 

Mayor Morlev was \n attendance and 
stated that having understood that 
tho question of the granting of a tem- 
porary license for the sale of liquor 
on the fair grounds was coming up for 
discussion ho wished to make his posi- 
tion in .tho matter clear to tho mem- 
bers. He said tho license had been 
granted by the Oak Bay council for 
the salo of liquor on the race track 
only and that seemed to bo a consider- 
ation entirely overlooked in tho critic- 
ism of the granting of tho license. Ho 
went on to speak of his willingness to 
do whatever he could to absolutely 
prohibit the sale of liquor on any and 
all properties owned by tho city, but 
admitted that in order to do this con- 
stitutional methods wore needed to bo 
employed which would entail the en- 
acting of a bylaw probably. 

Another question considered by tho 



association was tho making of the 
preliminary arrangements in connec- 
tion with the forthcoming evangelistic 
campaign to be held in this city dur- 
ing the month of November by Messrs. 
Crossley and Hunter, the noted evan- 
gelists. Arrangements were made for 
securing the appointment of a music 
committee, which will have iin hand 
the work of gathering a union choir 
for the campaign and the preparation 
of special music. 

Rev. T. W. Gladstone was appoint- 
ed to deliver tho address of welcome 
at the coming Christian Endeavor con- 
vention to be held in this city on Sep- 
tember 25, 

Two Japanese gentlemen of the 
cloth were introduced to the associa- 
tion. Mr. Kuwabara, a lay worker in 
this city, was presented to the mem- 
bers and was elected to membership.

He delivered a short address, in 
which after thanking the association 
for the courtesy extended him, went 
on to speak of the riots in Vancouver.

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NEWFOUNDLAND FISHERIES 

Terms of New Modus Vivendi Arrang- 
ed for Present Soason 

Washington, D. C, Sept. 0.— Tho mo- 
dus Vivendi to regulate fishing by Am- 
ericans in the treaty waters of New- 
foundland which was concluded in 
London yesterday by an exchange of 
notes between Ambassador Reld and 
the British secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs, was made public today by 
Acting Secretary of State Adee, ' Mr. 
Reid's note reciting tho agreed terms 
of the modus vivendl Is dated Septem- 
ber 4, and Sir Edward Grey's reply, 
while dated Sept. (i, was not deliver- 
ed to Ambassador Reld until Saturday 
night 

The modus so arranged is In terms 
and fact a substantial renewal of last 
year's agreement. The text of the 
modus Vivendi is as follows: It U 
agreed that the fisheries shall he car- 
ried on during tho present season sub- 
stantially as they were actually car- 
ried on for most of the time by mutual 
agreement, under tho modus Vivendi of

that tho understanding to submit to 
Tho Hague tribunal the broad proposi- 
tion as to the right of a British col- 
ony to limit by local legislation rights i 
conferred by treaty upon American 
fishermen will be carried out.
